1 Cor. 16:13, Syriac, “Act like men.” 
2 Sam. 10:12, “Be of good courage, 
and let us play the men for our peo- 
ple, and for the cities (churches) of 
our God.” 

There is a manpower shortage on 
everywhere. We get poor service now 
from most all business places, because 
they are short of help, short of men. 

Well, the Church of God is in great 
need. of men. I’m not talking about tall 
boys, or just those who wear pants. 
It was said of one fellow that all there 
was to him was breath and breeches. 
A man has more than just a mouth. 
A bossy and crabbed spirit is the 
cheapest and least thing a man can 
own. Christ was a man (100 per cent) 
yet He was meek and lowly in heart. 
When He was reviled, He reviled not 
again; when He suffered, He threat- 
ened not. 

I want to talk to us preachers, first. 
Sometimes I wonder if we don’t al- 
most disgust our heavenly Father 
with our childishness. Paul said when 
he became a man he put away child- 
ish things. We preachers ought to lose 
our taste for marble games, swimming 
holes where we keep each other mud- 
dy, shooting sparrows with slingshots, 
etc. Yes, many of us preachers can 
stand a little more growing up into 
Christ. Many of us need the sincere 
milk of the Word so we can grow 
(into manhood) thereby. Eccl. 10:16, 
“Woe to thee, O land (church), when 
thy king (pastor) is a child.” 

Now to the laymen—brethren. I 
don’t think any one should cover sin 
in the least, but for (supposed-to-be) 
Church of God men to be more inter- 
ested in thoroughly investigating to 
see if some of the sisters are not us- 
ing a little flesh colored fingernail 
polish, or to see if some of the sisters 
are not shaving the back of their 
necks a little, and wondering why 
some women’s hair never grows any 
longer, and ready at once to send a 
committee to some young and weak 
girl if it’s reported she is out with 
anklets on, is not as important a thing 
for a brother to do as to be an ex- 
ample “in word, in conversation, in 
charity, in spirit, in faith, in purity.” 
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This will provoke to love and good 
works. 

I think it better to lead the way to 
the altar in prayer for seekers. I think 
it better to lead in humility, faith- 
fulness, regular attendance, in giving, 
etc., than be so anxious to lead and 
dominate a council meeting. 

In my past experience I have seen 
brethren who were very busy in a 
council meeting, but when time came 
for altar workers they sat back and 
looked on, or stood outside and chatted 
with someone. Brethren, we must re- 
venge all disobedience, but after our 
obedience is fulfilled. Read 2 Cor. 10: 


6. 


Real men are precious, worth their 


weight in gold, and I can prove this 
by the Bible. Read Isa. 13:12. 

Now I have written this with a 
heart full of love, and hope before 
criticizing it that you will pray.

In six months in the United 
States there were reported 21,783 
saved, 10,280 sanctified, 7,195 bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost, 7,295 
added to the Church, 62 new 
churches, 201 new ministers li- 
censed, and 2,826 net gain in mem- 
bership. Our net gain in February 
was 959. 

This good report does not include 
the many victories among our colored 
people or the many other great vic- 
tories won since the General Assem- 
bly in the thirty other nations where 
we have workers. There have been 
many thousands converted on the 
foreign fields on which we do not have 
a report. 


The revival fire is spreading. Pas- 
tors and evangelists are giving them- 
selves more earnestly and unreserved- 
ly to evangelism. Great numbers are 
being blessed and added to the 
Church, far surpassing the numbers 
for the same months of last year. 

With the rising tide of evangelism, 
the finances in every department of 
the Church are also making great 
gains. The orphanage offerings, for- 
eign missions, help for aged minis- 
ters, and tithes are far above any 
time in the history of the Church. 

There is nothing discouraging in the 
future outlook for the Church. Con- 
tinued progress, however, depends on 
the humility, devotion, and activities 
of both the ministry and laity. If we 
become lifted up in pride and neg- 
lect our prayer iife and dependence 
on God, He will let us down, and great 
will be our fall; therefore, while He 
is blessing and helping us, may we 
walk softly and carefully before Him, 
continuing in prayer and supplication, 
walking and working in the fear of 
God, ever trusting Him for all bless- 
ings and victories. 

The reports from the field are very 
encouraging. They bring news of great 
revivals in the local churches, and in 
new fields, and mighty outpourings of 
the Spirit in the regular church serv- 
ices. Every pastor should do his best 
to keep a revival going in the prayer 
meetings and Sunday services. Do not 
wait until the evangelist comes. The 
church should never need an evange- 
list to evangelize it. It should be so 
full of the fire of evangelism that it 
would be busy evangelizing others. 
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This would release the evangelists for 
new fields, which I think was indeed 
their work.in the early Church. Some 
of our churches are so dead, and void 
of spirituality and evangelistic power, 
that they need evangelizing them- 
selves, by the pastors or others; there- 
fore, it is often necessary that they 
have evangelists to keep up spiritual 
circulation and prevent a spiritual 
paralytic stroke. 


The work of the pastor is to keep 
alive the spirit of evangelism in his 
church and community. All our in- 
terests should not be centered on one 
street corner; workers should be or- 
ganized and sent out to the different 
sections of the city and rural com- 
munities. Recently I preached Sunday 
morning and evening in the Lenoir 
City, Tennessee, church; C. M. New- 
man, pastor. They have built a fine 
modern brick church building in the 
last three years, and paid for it, as 
well as having contributed liberally to 
other benevolent causes. Observing 
Brother Newman’s work, I attribute 
his financial success to his ability to 
keep the evangelistic spirit alive in 
his church and community. Yes, I say 
community, for Sunday afternoon he 
drove seven miles into the country, 
stopped his car, with loud-speakers 
mounted on top, under the shade of 
a tree, and preached the gospel. About 
seventy-five of his congregation came 
out from town to be in this service, 
and that night in the home church 
there was a good altar service. We also 
hear of other pastors who are like- 
wise working to evangelize the needy 
places within reach of them. 


There is much talent in our local 
churches that should be developed for 
the Lord’s work. Many young men and 
young women need only a chance and 
a little encouragement. As an exam- 
ple I would like to mention John D. 
Smith, who, four years ago, was an 
unlicensed layman in the North Chat- 
tanooga church. In South Chattanoo- 
ga we had a little church driven about 
from one little rented place of worship 
to another, and about three years ago 
last fall Brother Smith was appointed 
pastor of this little congregation that 
could hardly be called a church. Since 
then he has built a fine rock church 
building, worth about $16,000, has a 
big congregation, and last month his 


Sunday School averaged 335 each 
Sunday. Since last September he has 
received eighty-four members into the 
church. 

I have a telegram from Brother Ray 
Collins, Paw Creek, N. C., in which he 
told about a great service one Sunday 
night when every sinner in the house, 
about forty, came to the altar, and 
twenty-two were saved that night. I 
also have a letter from Brother C. E. 
McAbee, pastor at Rome, Georgia, that 
tells about a very interesting service 
one Sunday night. There were twelve 
saved, eight sanctified, and seven 
filled with the Holy Ghost. 

Our Bible School at Sevierville this 
year has been a flame of evangelism. 
Brother Walker, the President, with 
others, began to fast and pray for the 
spiritual life of the school, and for 
three or four weeks many of the stu- 
dents fasted on Friday and prayed for 
the men serving our country in arms. 
The Lord began to bless, and some of 
the students were baptized with the 
Holy Ghost. One night in a classroom 
where some of the students had met 
for prayer, ten received the Holy 
Ghost and I believe it was the next 
morning in chapel, after Brother 
Walker’s sermon, the students began 
to pray. The meeting lasted all day 
and ten others received the Holy 
Ghost. The revival went on for about 
three weeks. The last week, Brother 
James L. Slay, pastor of the North 
Cleveland church, preached for them. 
During the outpouring sixty-four were 
filled with the Holy Ghost and forty 
came into the church at Sevierville. 
Their membership may be transferred 
to their home churches. 

We are thankful to the Lord for His 
blessings and the evangelistic spirit 
that is prevailing in the Church of 
God. I believe our pastors, evangelists, 
and laymen know how to add fuel to 
the fire. 





Blessed Revival

Their first service was held in 
the ruins of a synagogue burned by 
the Germans in 1938; a group of Ger- 
mans looked on while the Jews held 
worship.

Gideons Distribute Bibles 

Gideons International, the Christian 
Commercial Men’s Association of 
America, has distributed 8,400,000 
copies of the New Testament to Serv- 
ice men and women, according to an 
announcement made by Secretary W. 
F. Dewar. An additional 75,000 Bibles 
have been given to Chaplains. To the 
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Navy nurses were presented 150,000 
Testaments. An order for 50,000 Bibles 
has been received from the South Pa- 
cific, so RNS reports.

Africa 
Dr. N. K. Thompson, writing in 
Evangelical Christian, states that 


“there is only one foreign missionary 
for each 2,000 home pastors and work- 
ers. Only one church congregation in 
three have missionary societies and 
but one of four professing Christians 
contribute to the support of foreign 
missions.” This is a prospectus of the 
church at large and accounts for why 
so many church doors have closed 
during the last decade. Dr. Thompson 
further commented that Africa had 
70,000,000 people who have never 
heard the name of Christ mentioned.

Suspicion of Russia 
Dr. Warnshuis, Foreign Councillor 

of the Church Committee on Overseas 
Relief and Reconstruction, stated con- 
cerning religious liberty and freedom 
in Europe that he had been informed 
that 600,000 people from Estonia, Lat- 
via, and Lithuania had fled before 
the advancing Russian armies and 
were refugees in relief work in eastern 
Germany. Protestants numbering 400,- 
000 were reported among them. It is 
stated that they will not return to 
Russia. Fear is held to be the reason, 
while in eastern Germany Protestant 
churches are strongest.

for formal, lukewarm, threadbare re- 
ligious profession is not more educa- 
tion; not more gold or finery; but an 
infilling of the Holy Ghost. The world 
has witnessed, during the last half of 
a century, a wondrous revival of Pen- 
tecostal signs and wonders. In some 
places the fire doesn’t burn as rapid- 
ly or as brightly as once it did. The 
fact remains, however, that God has 
promised to continue this outpouring 
of His Spirit until the end of the age 
and has asked His believing children 
to be patient “until he receive the 
early and latter rain,” James 5:7. If 
there was not something yet more 
fruitful beyond this our day, Christ 
would have already come for His 
Church. 
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If we were transported back a little 
more than nineteen hundred years, to 
the crucifixion of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, our hearts would be torn with 
grief had we been the disciples of the 
Son of God. The greatest tragedy this 
world ever witnessed was the crucifix- 
ion of Jesus, the innocent Lamb of 
God, the prophet of Galilee, who came 
to administer love and mercy to a lost 
and dying world. Yet we thank God 
for this event, for because of it we 
stand free men and women in Christ 
today. The world may be reeking with 
sin, wallowing in the mire of slime, 
but the Christian with a crucified 
Christ resurrected and living on high 
is head and shoulders above these 
things, and has a deep-settled peace 
undisturbed by the sin of the world. 
The Apostle Mark gives us these words 
in his description of the crucifixion: 
“And it was the third hour, and they 
crucified him. And when the sixth 
hour was come, there was darkness 
over the whole land until the ninth 
hour. And at the ninth hour Jesus 
cried with a loud voice, saying Eloi, 
Eloi, lama sabachthani, which is, be- 
ing interpreted, My God, my God, why 
hast thou forsaken me? And some of 
them that stood by, when they heard 
it said, Behold, he calleth Elias. And 
one ran and filled a spunge full of 
vinegar, and put it on a reed, and 
gave him to drink, saying, Let alone; 
let us see whether Elias will come to 
take him down. And Jesus cried with 
a loud voice, and gave up the ghost. 
And the veil of the temple was rent 
in twain from the top to the bottom. 
And when the centurion, which stood 
over against him, saw that he so cried 
out, and gave up the ghost, he said, 
Truly this man was the Son of God,” 
Mark 15:25. 33-39. 


The death of Jesus was accompa- 
nied by these threefold phenomena: 
The sun became darkened; the earth 
quaked; and the veil of the temple 
was rent from the top to the bottom. 
What a sight to behold upon coming 
into the temple the next day. The veil, 
about eighty-five feet in length, torn 
asunder from top to bottom. No one 
except the high priest ever beheld the 
Holy of holies. The high priest went 
alone once a year into the temple on 
the day of atonement, and that with 
blood. God has always required a

blood offering for sin. There with 
bells on his garments, the high priest 
ministered for the sins of the people 
while the people stood without, wait- 
ing for him to return. What a vast 
difference now. The rent veil was 
typical of the broken body of Jesus. 
It meant that no longer would God 
be approached through ceremonies 
and rituals or through the blood of 
animals. God is now approached 
through the shed blood of Jesus 
Christ. 


Romans 5:8, “But God commendeth 
his love toward us, in that, while we 
were yet sinners, Christ died for us.” 
Only three and one-half years can we 
picture Him in His short ministry here 
on earth, cooling the fevered brow, 
opening blind eyes, unstopping deaf 
ears, and even raising the dead. How 
people love to honor men who have 
attained the heights of fame. Even 
ministers of today, if they have let- 
ters indicating college degrees, people 
quote their words and they are quoted 
by the press. But the man of Cal- 
vary, Jesus of Nazareth, came and the 
people in the temple asked, “How 
knoweth this man letters, having 
never learned?” But when Jesus spoke, 
something happened. He met a fun- 
eral procession one day. A widow was 
burying her only son. Jesus walked 
up to the bier and said to the young 
man, “I say unto thee, Arise,” and 
that mother’s grief was turned to re- 
joicing. When the leper came forth 
crying, “Unclean, unclean,” Jesus 
stopped and looked at him. He said, 
“Lord, if thou wilt thou canst make 
me clean.” Jesus touched him and 
said, “I will, be thou clean,” Luke 5: 
12, 13. The priest would have pulled 
his skirts aside, the Levite would have 
passed by on the other side, but Je- 
sus had compassion on the man and 
healed him. What a Savior! Isaiah’s 
words fulfilled! Isaiah 53:5, “But He 
was wounded for our transgressions, 
he was bruised for our iniquities: the 
chastisement of our peace was upon 
him; and with his stripes we are 
healed.” Bitter as it was, we thank 
God that Christ endured the agonies 
of the cross. The dying agonies even 
had the power to affect the forces of 
nature. The darkening of the sun and 
the quaking of the earth indicated 
that Jesus had power even over na- 


ture itself. Jesus will reveal that same 
power again some day, for the Bible 
says there shall be a new heaven and 
a new earth wherein dwelleth right- 
eousness. 

THE EFFECTS OF THE CROSS 

Some say the cross is an instru- 
ment on which to be crucified. The 
cross of Christ affects the life of ev- 
ery true believer. Paul said, “God for- 
bid that I should glory, save in the 
cross of our Lord Jesus Christ.” His- 
tory records many other crucifixions. 
Darius in the seige of Babylon, it ir 
said, crucified 3,000 prisoners of war. 
Alexander the Great crucified 2,000 
when he visited vengeance upon Tyre. 
Titus, the Roman, made crosses of 
wood until there wasn’t any more 
wood to be had, to crucify the people 
of Jerusalem in the destruction of 
that city in 70 A. D. Yet all those cru- 
cifixions availed nothing, but the 
crucified Christ, God’s Son, means 
your eternal life and mine. We have a 
vital part in it. 

THE SHED BLOOD AVAILS 

No more need people to say that we 
are under condemnation for sin, be- 
cause Jesus paid sin’s penalty and 
through faith in that sacrifice we re- 
pent of those sins. Thank God. We can 
be saved, for without the shedding of 
blood there is no remission of sin. How 
marvelous we who were all sinners by 
birth, and worse sinners by choice, 
could be made free from sin through 
the blood shed on Calvary’s cross. 

A HUMBLE WAY 

Many have turned away in de- 
rision from the blood of the atone- 
ment, and are scorning the humble 
way of the cross, but those who have 
a born-again experience know that 
the way of the cross leads home. Je- 
sus went to the cross, hung there and 
died for you and me. If you have not 
accepted it, today is the day of sal- 
vation. Sinner friend, can’t you hear 
the still small voice pleading, “Give 
me thine heart’?

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Place for the Word

John 8:37, “ ...my word hath no 
place in you.” 

Jesus was here talking to the Jews, 
encouraging the ones that believed on 
Him. They were yet weak, but Christ, 
like the Good Shepherd that He was, 
did not cast them off, instead He 
comforted and encouraged them. He 
told them in verses 31 and 32,“ .. If 
ye continue in my word, then are ye 
my disciples indeed; And ye shall 
know the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free.” The Jews boasted in 
their heritage. They claimed to be 
Abraham’s seed and said they were 
not in bondage to any man, so they 
couldn’t understand Christ saying the 
truth would make them free. 

There are people today, when ap- 
proached along the line of salvation, 
who will say, “My mother was such 
and such a thing and I’m going to 
heaven on her religion.” But, friends, 
you had better let mother’s religion 
alone and make room for Christ’s 
Word in your heart. We are told in 
His Word that every knee shall bow 
and every tongue shall confess for it- 
self. We must work out our own sal- 
vation, since no one else is responsi- 
ble for us. 


We see in our context a comfortable 
doctrine laid down, concerning spirit- 
ual liberty of Christ’s disciples. When 
we have become a disciple of Christ, 
we enter a covenant with Him. We are 
bound to Him for life. We are to ad- 
here to His Word in every instance 
and abide by it to the end. The Jews 
had no place for His Word in their 
hearts, but a true disciple must dwell 
in the Word of Christ as he would in 
his home, in rest, comfort, and refuge. 
I. WHAT PLACE THE WORD SHOULD 

HAVE IN MEN’S HEARTS 

The Word of Christ should have an 
inside place in the thoughts, the 
memory, the conscience and the af- 
fections. David said,.“Thy word have 
I hid in mine heart, that I might not 
sin against thee,” and, “Blessed is the 
man whose delight is in the law of 
the Lord, and in his law doth he 
meditate day and night.” Jeremiah 
said, “Thy words were found,.and I 
did eat them, and thy word was unto 
me the joy and rejoicing of mine 
heart.” Oh yes, the Word is great joy 
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to us when we are burdened, when we 
need advice, or when we need guid- 
ance. There is everything we need in 
God’s Word. Paul said, “Let the word 
of Christ dwell in you richly in all 
wisdom ....” In our everyday rou- 
tine of life, the Word of Christ should 
hold first place in our hearts. 

Then the Word of Christ should 
hold a place of honor in our hearts. 
Jesus said on one occasion, “Why call 
ye me Lord, Lord and do not the 
things that I say?” We should honor 
the Word by paying attention to it. 
John 8:47, “He that is of God hear- 
eth God’s words, ye therefore hear 
them not because ye are not of God.” 
We should reverence Christ’s Word, 
have faith in the Word and obey it. 
Matt. 7:24, “Therefore whosoever 
heareth these sayings of mine and 
doeth them, I will liken him unto a 
wise man which built his house upon 
a rock.” If we have dug down to the 
rock Christ Jesus, we have an im- 
movable foundation. It is not enough 
to hear the Word only, but we must 
obey its commands. 


Jesus was willing to give up His 
home in glory to come down here and 
redeem lost mankind, but when He 
came His own people rejected Him. 
He said, “Ye seek to kill me, a man 
that hath told you the truth...” 
They did not seek to kill Him because 
He had done them any harm, but be- 
cause they could not bear the con- 
vincing, commanding power of His 
words He spoke with authority, but 
His words had no effect upon them, 
because they would not heed the truth 
He declared. 

The Word of Christ must have a 
working place in us. It must work out 
sin and work in grace. When there is 
no room for the Word to dwell in us, 
it is then there is room for wicked- 
ness to come in. The Word should have 
a ruling place upon the throne of our 
hearts. 

The Word of Christ should have a 
place of trust in our hearts. We ought 
in all things to rely upon the sure 
Word of promise since God will not 
lie, nor err, neither change. Isaiah 7: 
9, “ ... If ye will not believe surely 
ye shall not be established.” If we 
trust in God’s Word, we will not be 


carried about by every wind of doc- 
trine, but we can be established. His 
words are imperishable for He tells us 
in Mark 13:31, “Heaven and earth 
shall pass away: but my words shall 
not pass away.” Sometimes, if we trust 
in man, we will be deceived, but there 
is no deception in Christ’s words. His 
words are mighty. Luke 4:32, “And 
they were astonished at his doctrine, 
for his word was with power.” His 
words are life-giving. Peter said, 
“Thou hast the words of eternal life.” 
The officers failed to arrest Jesus one 
time; they said, “Never man spake 
like this man.” No other man has ever 
spoken words to compare with the 
words of Christ. There is strength in 
the Word of God and our trust should 
be in Him. 

God’s Word should have a place of 
love in our hearts. Job said, “I have 
esteemed the words of his mouth 
more than any necessary food.” None 
of us would do without food long, but, 
alas, many neglect God’s Word! We 
should prize the Bread of Life more 
than our literal bread, and we should 
defend the Word with our lives. Paul 
said, when facing Nero’s block, “I have 
fought a good fight, I have kept the 
faith.” He had held the Word of God 
in trust. Paul had a personal experi- 
ence with God for He said, “I know in 
whom I am persuaded to believe.” He 
had love for the brethren. If we don’t 
have the love of God in our hearts 
we are not acquainted with Him. Love 
is the fulfilling of the law. Love never 
faileth. It was God’s great love for 
us that prompted Him to give His Son 
for this lost world. God’s Word (which 
was Christ) was made flesh and dwelt 
on this earth to be the Savior of man. 
“Greater love hath no man than this, 
that a man lay down his life for his 
friends.” As He is a God of love and 
our example, we should follow in His 
steps. 

II. WHY THE WORD HAS NO PLACE 
IN MANY MEN 


Many people today are so busy with 
the things of this life, that they can- 
not admit the Word into their hearts. 
But Jesus said in Luke 21:34, “And 
take heed to yourselves, lest at any 
time your hearts be overcharged with 
surfeiting, and drunkenness, and cares 
of this life, and so that day come upon 
you unawares.” He was speaking of His 
second coming and it behooves us to 
take heed to these words. 

Some people are expecting the Word 
of God to come as a novelty and be- 
cause it doesn’t they refuse it. They 
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are weary of the old, old story. They 
will say they have heard for years 
that Jesus was coming back but He 
hasn’t come yet. Well, Jesus said they 
would say that. We are living in a 
day when God’s Word is being ful- 
filled before our very eyes. Let us, who 
know God, keep our hearts open to 
receive God’s Word at all times, for if 
we aren’t careful the enemy will slip 
in on us. 

People today wouldn’t think of go- 
ing without food or water long at a 
time. They never fail to breathe God’s 
free air, yet they will fail to give heed 
to His Word. They are like the Jews 
were, they have no place in their 
hearts for Christ. Indeed Christ has 
been crowded out of the hearts and 
lives of men ever since He was born. 
When He was born there was no room 
for Him at the inn, so He was born in 
a manger. When He was just a child 
Herod sought to destroy Him. The 
devil, all down through the ages, has 
sought to kill Jesus, but in every in- 
stance He has been more than a 
match for Satan. 

Some people are too wise, too cul- 
tured to yield themselves to the gov- 
ernment of Christ. They would not 
think of going down to an altar of 
prayer and consecrating their lives to 
God. They aren’t hungering and 
thirsting after God, but they are 
hunting after worldly pleasures, some- 
thing to satisfy the flesh. But this 
doesn’t alter God’s Word one bit. Peo- 
ple will tell you today that they pre- 
fer the quiet kind of religion. The 
Scriptures tell us to follow after 
peace with all men and holiness with- 
out which no man shall see the Lord. 
On the day of Pentecost, when the 
Holy Ghost came, the people’ were 
praising God, and I don’t believe they 
were quiet about it either, for it was 
noised abroad. We are told to make a 
joyful noise unto the Lord. It is some- 
thing we don’t want to be quiet about. 

Dear reader, if you have no place 
in your heart for God’s Word, what is 
the reason for your rejection? Are you 
not in earnest with God? Jesus tells 
us in Matt. 7:7, “Ask and it shall be 
given you, seek and ye shall find, 
knock and it shall be opened unto 
you.” Today is the day of salvation, 
some other day may be too late. We 
can’t serve God half-heartedly and 
get by; we must be in earnest with 
Him. 

Is your rejection of Him because 
you are fond of sin? Rom. 6:24, “For

IS PIFFLE 


(A Solemn Warning to Pentecostal People) 
By J. T. DAVIS 

The subject I propose to discuss or 
deal with, can be thought of in this 
respect, “The Folly of Apathy (want- 
ing of feeling; lack of emotions, in- 
difference) —‘the Destroyer of the 
Soul and Conscience.’” It is essen- 
tially necessary that we “safeguard” 
our soul’s interest and conscience by 
guarding against such undermining 
ensnarements, (viz., indifference, un- 
concernment, and spiritual insensi- 
bility.) 


Reading from the 21st chapter of 
Luke’s Gospel, verses 34 through 38, 
“And take heed to yourselves, lest at 
any time your heart be overcharged 
with surfeiting (excessive eating and 
drinking so that sickness or uneasi- 
ness follows or succeeds; gluttony), 
and drunkenness (intoxication; over- 
come by the habit of drink; depriva- 
tion of senses and judgment by any- 
thing that disorders the mind), and 
cares of this life (anxieties pertaining 
to life), and so that day come upon 
you unawares. For as a snare shall it 
come on all them that dwell on the 
face of the whole earth.” Christ ad- 
monishes us that we should contribute 
“careful consideration, and obedient 
regard, accompanied by the most mi- 
nute observation and attention,” lest 
(for fear that) at any time (during 
times of adversity or prosperity) our 
hearts be overcharged (to load too 
heavily; to burden or oppress) by 
certain undermining and subjugating 
influences. He states three of the most 
common, most frequent, and most 
subtle contrivances (schemes) that 
Satan will resort to, to extinguish our 
zeal and evangelistic fervor. He fur- 
ther asserts that it will encroach itself 
as a snare (entanglement, trap; bring 
into unexpected evil or danger). 

He urges us to watch and pray al- 
ways (continually, consistently). Paul, 
in 1 Thess. 5:17, appeals to us to “pray 
without ceasing (without stopping) .” 
Christ states the reason of our praying, 
“that ye may be accounted (satisfac- 
tory reckoning) worthy (deserving) 
(note: accounted worthy; have full 
strength) to escape all these things 
that shall come to pass, and to stand 
before the Son of man.” In Heb. 2:1 
we have this charge, “Therefore we 
ought (should, must) to give the more 
earnest (serious, intense) heed to the 
things which we have heard, lest at 


any time we should let them slip 
(pass away without notice or inatten- 
tion) .” 

In connection, shall we read from 
Hebrews, twelfth chapter, verses 1 and 
2, “Wherefore, seeing we also are 
compassed (surrounded) about with 
so great a cloud of witnesses, let us 
lay aside every weight (encumbrance), 
and sin which doth so easily beset us, 
and let us run with patience the race 
that is set before us, looking unto Je- 
sus the author and finisher of our 
faith, who for the joy that was set be- 
fore him, endured the cross, despising 
the shame, and is set down at the 
right hand of the throne of God.” 

You recall in the preceding chap- 
ter of the account of the instances of 
the excellency and power of faith to 
support under and triumph over all 
difficulties and dangers. It appears 
that we are surrounded on every side 
with countless multitudes of glorified 
believers, who unite in testifying the 
duty and blessedness of entirely re- 
lying upon the infinite wisdom, power, 
faithfulness, and goodness of God, in 
the greatest trials. So shall we, who 
are animated and influenced by their 
examples, realizing they are looking 
upon us (they are our spectators) and 
depending on us to be thoroughly 
faithful to the very end. 

So shall we cast off the works of 
darkness, inordinate care about this 
present world, and through the grace 
of God disentangle ourselves from the 
powers of indwelling corruption, 
worldliness, unbelief (the root of all 
apostasy). And shall we strive with 
persevering strength and firmness, and 
along with patience and quietness give 
vent to the will of God. We are urged 
to hold on our way with speed, steadi- 
ness, and vigor, until we finish that 
course of faith outlined to us in the 
Word of God and through the exam- 
ples of the saints.

MY TRIP TO CENTRAL AMERICA 


I landed in Guatemala at 7:40 a. m. 
February 22 and was quite surprised 
to meet such a large group of our mis- 
sionaries. Brother J. H. Ingram, 
Brother Hoggatt, Brother Syverson, 
and Brother Stilwell were all at the 
port. Brother and Sister Stilwell had 
been delayed in Guatemala because of 
the border between Guatemala and 
Salvador being closed due to the re- 
cent strife between the two countries. 
Brother Hoggatt, of course, lives in 
Guatemala City, but the others were 
there en route to the annual conven- 
tion at Chuicaca. They were not ex- 
pecting me as I was three days ahead 
of schedule, but it just happened that 
some of the others were leaving for 
Quezaltenango to visit the Furmans 
and Pullins before going to the con- 
vention. 


Since I had been up all night, I was 
just a little tired but was too excited 
over having seen so many of the breth- 
ren and over the prospects of soon 
being out in the mountains among 
the Indians, to think of sleeping very 
much. We went to Brother Hoggatt’s 
home. During the afternoon Brother 
and Sister Litton arrived. One did not 
have to look a second time at Broth- 
er Fred Litton to see that he had 
been working hard and had been de- 
prived of the proper nourishment 
while having those great revivals 
about which you have been reading 
in the Evangel. Of course, Sister Lit- 
ton had been working also, but ap- 
parently had stood it better than her 
husband. I am going to divert from my 
main subject long enough to tell you 
that I insisted they stay in Guate- 
mala City for awhile. I had a letter 
from them recently saying that 
Brother Litton had gained eight 
pounds and they were preparing to re- 
turn to the Bay Islands. 

We attended service in Guatemala 
City that night and left the next day 














for Totonicapan and Quezaltenango. 
This country is quite different from 
any other country I have visited. I 
displayed my ignorance of their mode 
of dress, etc., by remarking to the 
brethren in one section about the 
women working on the road. Up to 
that time I had not noticed that the 
Indians from a certain tribe wear a 
little apron over their trousers. This 
apron is a plain piece of homemade 
cloth woven from the colors of the 
special tribe to which it belongs. We 
had lunch by the beautiful Lake Atit- 
lan in Panajechel. I had read a great 
deal about this lake before making 
this trip. 


When we visited the church at To- 
tonicapan, the brother who took us 
through the building informed us 
that his sister had died a few minutes 
before we arrived. We went to the 
home where, in a dark room with no 
windows, by the light of candles we 
saw the body which was to be buried 
within a few hours since they do not 
do any embalming there. 


To say it was a real thrill to me 
when I arrived at the home of Broth- 
er and Sister Furman in Quezaltenan- 
go is putting it mildly, as they 
are the ones through whom the 
Church of God first began to pene- 
trate the Guatemalan field and we 
have known them for many years. Sis- 
ter Furman was_as happy as a young 
mother as she stirred around taking 
care of her newly adopted Indian baby, 
and Brother Furman smiled as with 
the thrill of a young father. 


The next day we left for Quiche to 
visit Brother and Sister Pullin, who 
with the Furmans, went to Guatemala 
more than a quarter of a century ago 
and started working among the In- 
dians soon after receiving the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost. It was only about 
nineteen kilometers to the famous 
city of Chichicastenango and Brother 
Pullin took us there in his car. Since 
this was Sunday, a big market day, the 
square was filled with people and al- 
most every available inch was covered 
with those who had something to sell, 
possibly only a handful of fruit which 
they had walked many miles to bring

the wages of sin is death, but the gift 
of God is eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.” How much better it 
will be to accept the gift, instead of 
the wages. Sin is abroad in the land 
today but let us not be partakers of 
sin. Jesus was manifested to take 
away our sin. 

Are you rejecting the Word of God 
because you are greedy of evil gain? 
There is a class of people who live evil, 
so as to gain worldly riches. These 
things are of a perishable type, but 
Jesus tells us to lay up treasures in 
heaven where they will be secure. 

Are you rejecting the Word of God 
because you need a change of heart? 
Ezekiel 11:19, 20, says, “And I will give 
them one heart, and I will put a new 
spirit within you; and I will take the 
stony heart out of their flesh, and will 
give them a heart of flesh: that they 
may walk in my statutes, and keep 
mine ordinances, and do them: and 
they shall be my people, and I will be 
their God.” The psalmist says, ‘The 
Lord is nigh unto such as be of a con- 
trite spirit.” If we become humble and 
seek God in earnest He will give us 
a change of heart, so His Word can 
dwell in us. Some people love dark- 
ness rather than light because their 
deeds are evil. They will not come to 
the light-lest they be reproved of sin. 


III. WHAT WILL COME OF THE 
WORD HAVING NO PLACE 
IN US 


Friend, today every past rejection 
of the Word has involved you in sin. 
You may say you aren’t against 
Christ, but if you haven’t received His 
Word into your heart you are none of 
His. There is no neutral ground. We 
are either for or against Christ’s 
Word. The Lord is a jealous God and 
He wants us to serve Him with our 
whole heart. There is no greater sin 
than neglecting to let the Word into 
our hearts. 

The Word may cease to ask for a 
place in you. After you have rejected 
Christ’s Word once, it is easier to do 
so the next time and after the Spirit 
has pled with us many times, without 
any response on our part, He may 
cease to ask for admission. There are 
people who will tell you they have 
sinned away their day of grace. Oh, 
what a pitiful state in which to be! 

If you have no place for the Word, 
you may become a violent opponent 
of the Word, like the Jews. They had 
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no place in them for the Word. Jesus 
had declared the truth to them, yet 
they opposed Him. They could not un- 
derstand His speech, because they 
could not hear His words. Blindness 
in part happened to Israel because 
of their unbelief. Let us open the door 
of our hearts to the Word, lest we, too, 
become blind to the truth of God’s 
Word. 

The Word will condemn you at the 
last day, if you haven’t room in your 
heart for Christ. John 12:48, “He that 
rejectetn me, and receiveth not my 
words, hath one that judgeth him: 
the word that I have spoken, the same 
shall judge him in the last day.” We 
are going to be judged by the Word of 
God. How is it with you today? Are 
you able to balance with the Word of 
God or will you be found wanting? 
Rev. 6:17, “For the great day of his 
wrath is come, and who shall be able 
to stand?” We may be able to give 
excuses here, but when we stand be- 
fore God our flimsy excuses will not 
be any help to us. Let us each search 
ourself to see if the Word has a place 
in us.

to the city, just to get a little money 
most of which they use to buy intoxi- 
cating drinks. Late in the afternoons 
one can see the drunks along the road 
after having walked for many miles, 
sold their goods, and spent all their 





money for liquor, having become too 
drunk to get back home. Maybe the 
Indian squaw will be helping her 
drunken husband, trying to get him 
to his home or the home of a friend 
before he gets completely down from 
drinking. 


One of the saddest sights here was 
the Catholic Church on one side of 
the square. Scores of Indians were on 
the steps burning incense to their 
pagan gods before going inside the 
church to worship according to the 
Catholic custom. Many of them were 
waving their incense burners and the 
black smoke ascended as from a coal 
fire. Just think of the many thou- 
sands of these precious people who 
have unwillingly accepted Christianity 
in the form of Roman Catholicism 
but have found nothing to satisfy the 
longing in their hearts and nothing 
to take away fear of the heathen gods 
they formerly worshipped, so that 
they cannot even be forced to accept 
the new religion without the privilege 
of continuing the worship of their 
heathen gods. Their countenances are 
still dark, their hearts heavy with the 
load of sin and with the terrible fear 
of their future destiny. It is sad to see 
them carrying heavy loads on their 
backs, the.weight of which is suspend- 
ed from a strap across the head. Many 
times this load equals practically the 
weight of the carrier, but I think the 
heaviest load is the one on their 
hearts. Many of them have never had 
a full meal and have never had a pair

You would hardly recognize 
them as the same people.
